We are ready to-day as 
aforetime to five a reason Tor the faith that is 
in us, and as readv to-dav as ever before to stand 
t'asi In our vows of devotion to our whole coun- 
try. Neither dismayed by defeat, nor disheart 
• iie-l bv opposition— neither discouraged by the 
r without hoj*' for the future— we meet 
to counsel one with another, and to 
' to the people of the United States by our 
■Hence and our number here in open couven 
tion that as a party we are hopeful and determin- 
ed as to our future course of action. 

Th" dominant party at the North and the dom- 
inant party at the South, by appeals made to sec 
lions of country and the passions of the day, are 
temporarily successful . But a temporary triumph 
i» no evidence of permanent sueces>. Nor does a 
« ietory secured bv passion [jive evidence of a 
true attachment to principle. A true eoldier will 
BM tt be disheartened iu sustaining a good cause 
because of one or many defeats 

The nine hundred thousand American voters 
who sustairded the American candidate* for the 
two first offices iu the gift of the people in No- 
vember last may enjoy the consciousness of an 
houesl work well meant and well done. They 
neiC:»r counted the < vst of defeat nor faltered in 
the discharge of a great public duty, and had the 
thousands of men who agreed with them in 
opinion a< to the justice of their principles and 
the fitness of their candidate acted upon the same 
convictions of public duty, the result would have 
been far different. At the North, tens of thou 
sands voted for .Mr. Fremont upon the plea that 
there was no chance for Mr. Fillmore, while tens 
of thousands voted for Mr. Buchauau at the 
South upon the pi -a that a vote lor Mr. Fillmore 
would secure the election of the candidate of the 
miscalled Republican party. It was a cruel and 
uncalled lor sacrifice of principle upon the altar 
of expediency, and one of those sacrifices', of prin " 
ciple which, if persisted in. in private life, as is 
. sometimes the ca*e. in the consideration of sub 
jects of great public moment, would result in 
common disaster. When patriotism becomes the 
rule of <iction aud a true love of country points 
out the path of dutv, nothing can excuse the 
yieir- •_■ un o r that pair* i I right far that union 
1 1 mcrc,\ , x ik-dient. 

We d> *.>uVowever >eek to recall auythiug 
in the past .ulculuted to wound the feelings of 
those who wen tempted in a moment of despon 
dencv or though tU-.^uess to forget their obliga- 
tions to their country rr their associates in princi- 
ple. 

Thousands who left our ranks iu November, 
drawn away by the temporary expedients and 
passions of the hour, have returned to the fold of 
the American party They have been taught in 
the bitter school of experience that the word of 
promise may be made to the ear and broken to 
the hope Where there was a pledge to secure, 
and the power to effect a pure ballot-box— the 
want of which is one of the great evils of the 



and of the press, the right of the people peacea- 
bly to assemble and petition the government, for 
a redress of grievances, arc among these specifi- 
ed constitutional personal rights, aud cannot be 
abridged except as the obuse of these privleges is 
restrained by the laws of the land.

If all men in all sections of 
the country, could realize where their powers 
commence, and where they cease — if they could 
understand that they are no more responsible for 
other men's sins than they are secure in their own 
self assumed virtues, all 'would be comparatively 
well.

times — and to accomplish which ought to 
the good men of all parties — there has been eith- 
er a criminal indifference to the evil itself or a 
bold paarticipation in that wrong. So in the 
Dromises made at the North to secure a pure 
franchise through the agency of a registry law 
where ail could -ee ana know wliu. under the 
constitution and by the laws, were entitled to 
vote. 

In no instance that we can recall to mind have 
either of the two great organizations^pposed the 
American party endeavored- to secure those 
wholesome reforms which are essential cither to 
an inteligent or honest exercise of the rights of 
franchise. Even where an attempt has been 
made, as in New York, to secure a practical re- 
form under the naturalization laws, so that while 
the change would not extend the five years' resi- 
dence previous to uaturalizatiou provided by the 
laws of the United States, it would, neverthe- 
less, secure a small portion of this limited resi- 
dence before the alien was alowed to vctcthe at- 
tempt has failed, by the combined opposition of 
ooth the Democratic and Republican parties, who 
not unfrequently work together at the North to 
destroy the American orgaiiizition. And while 
there lias been a neglect to maintain a pure frau 
chise for white voters, and an open and earnest 
opposition to all reforms, proposing simply reme- 
dial measures for admitted great public evils, 
there I, also beeu enacted in New York a suc- 
• — i ul measure looking to such an amendment 
of the Constitution as would secure a general sys- 
tem of suffrage to the negroesof the State. Thus, 
in one part of the Union a State Constitution is 
opened to sustain the question of negro suffrage, 
while in another part of the Union the alien has 
had conferred upon him privileges wholly un 
known to the uative-born citizen. To day a foreign 
pauper or a foreign criminal, driven or banished 
from the pest or prison house- of Europe, is made in 
all things, and regardless of his residence in the 
country, an equal with the citizen whose service has 
been life-long, patriot ic, and useful iu the land of 
his birth To-morrow, again, States in another sec 
lion of the count: v become revolutionary in their 
plans ol opposition to the Federal Government, 
and exhaust their patriotism and labor in meas 
uies of mere speciality and favor for the negro. 

We seek to avoid such aualomicsof legislation 
iu both our Federal and State governments. — 
Their tendency U neither toward humanity nor 
mercy. They benefit neither the white nor the 
iilack i.iv and, whether well meant or ill meant, 
result in that spirit of strife and uncharitableness 
iu different States and among different classes of 
people which the true men of the country cannot 
tail to deplore. 

Higher aims aud nobler objects animate the 
American party We know of no political differ 
ences between the rights of the North and the 
right* of the South All are subordinate to the 
constitution of our common country. The union 
of the States, the rights of the States, the privi- 
leges of the people in the States, and under the 
Uniou, is our chief glory and our greatest good— 
When differences of opinion come, as come they 
will, they must be settled, not by crimination and 
hate, but by reference to that great principle of com- 
mon right and common protection — the Consti 
Ttriox of the Ukitf.d States; and if there shall 
unfortunately again be differences of opinion as 
lo *hat is granted and what is denied by the 
constitution, the judiciary of the land, through 
the authorized courts of* the nation, can alone 
make up aud decide the final issue. The constitu- 
tion and vhe law must, therefore, at all 
in all places become our rule of 
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llth. "'Squatter Sovereignty 
rage must be repudiated. 

12th Americans must rule America. 

There is nothing here not taught in the Consti 
tution of the United States, and nothing here re- 
pugnant to the spirit and letter of that instrument 
of liberty aud law. The provision of the Consti 
tution which requires the President of tho United 
States to be a native born citizen— which requites 
the Vice President to possess the same qualifica- 
MMM with the President — which, in the foreign 
born imposes a nine years' residence, after na- 
turalization, a< qualification of a candidate for • 
the United States Seuate, and a residence of 
seven years, after naturalization, as a qualifica- 
tion for a Representative in Congres* — which for- 
bids test oaths for office, and the maintenance of 
an established Religion, are all part and parcel 
oi our faith and practice. So far from departing 
from any provision of the Constitution, we seek 
to restore a respect for its framcrs, and an entire 
and hearty obedience to it* provisions. It is, 
above and beyond all other records of political 
creeds, the platform of the American party. 

But we cannot shut our eyes to other issues 
which have been forced upon us by the Democrat- 
ic party, which is not only not what it a as in times 
past, but which nrrmj tfrhfl fir^U'th 1 ' 1 I if* con- 
sisteucy. ifc usefulness, and ite^f*^"**- ,l lias 
diffcren: faces foi different part* of tV. «*" ir, "y» 
■ tttferent phase* illustrate ile m-«of ektfeds. 
It has Involved the govt niueni in g.-cat oithcjtiiy, 
and no m.n. feels secure iu the Uvure while this 
party is in power. U under r)em<***ratic Adminis- 
trations there has been un open violation of law 
in the Territory of UKh. A social system which 
would have disgraced the darkest ages, utterly re- 
pugnant to eivili/.atit'.n, reflecting the highest dis- 
honor upon the zo\ erntaent. a festering sore upon 
the political body, and every day growiug from 
bad to worse, exists and has existed for four 
years past within the borders of our own govern- 
ment. We condemn this outrage upon morals 
and humanity, aud desire to sec the nuisance 
abated We trace it, however, as one of the nat- 
ural ills incident to that system of administration 
which seeks to fill the nation with criminals, pau- 
pers, and fanatics from the old world. We trace 
the great majority of wrongs in Utah, the act of 
treason, the cases of arson, the multitudes of 
murders, the cruel banishments, the beastly in- 
tercourse, to that unnatural indifference to those 
who, serpent like, have crept into the bosom of 
the nation in order to sting and destroy it. 

Other questions of great importance though of 
less magnitude also attract our attention. The 
public domain, secured by a common treasure and 
a common sacrifice of blood and labor, the com- 
mon property of the nation is distributed without 
regard to the general ownership, and with a lav- 
ishuess of appropriation which shows an utter in- 
difference to the just claims and true wants of the 
American people. 

Who can arrest these evils and restore the gov 
eminent to its ancient landmarks but the Amer- 
ican party 7 Where else is there a sure hope of 
the uniou of the States with that free expression 
of opinion which belongs to every Common- 
wealth of the Republic, aud to every citizen in the 
Union? 

We call then upon our countrymen all over 
the land to organize aud act. Let them seek to 
give honor, strength, prosperity, and perpetuity 
to our glorious Union by making the love of 
country and of the whole country a passion and a 
principle. 

The past in our nation is made glorious by the 
patriotism and heroism of our noble ancestry of 
Southern men of the stamp and character of him 
who led the great armies of the Revolution, and 
of those who were distinguished under the con- 
federation and in the convention which framed the 
constitution. Northern men, too, of the stamp and 
character of the son of Massachusetts who nomi- 
nated George Washington of Virginia to be Gen- 
eral-in-Chief of the armies of the Republic, and 
like him received the sword of the leading British 
General on Southern soil at the instance of the 
forever-loved, Heaven protected Father of our 
common country. 

Living then in these great examples of the 
past — seeking to re-baptise the whole nation iu 
the spirit of the great aud good men who led 
the way to victory, and to independence, we, 
too, are hopeful and heartful of the great fu- 
ture. 

WV invoke the sympathy, the aid, the co-ope- 
ration of all men, all over the land, who arc with 
us and of ue iu principle and sentiment — and of 
all men too, who wish to reform those gross 
abuses in the Slate and nation which have result- 
ed in so much personal wrong, and left a stain 
like a wound upon the fair frame of the Republic. 
Americans and friends of Americans, North and 
South, East and West. "Awake, arise, or be for- 
ever fallen."

The 
demand for labor and the assistance of his chil 
dren being part of the artizan's and working man's 
"productive power" and capital, it comes to pass 
that of two millions of children attending school, 
only tix hundred thousand are above the age of nine. 
This is what awakens anxiety. Education. 6r/or* 
nine is too imperfect ever to raise a man or wo- 
mau to the dignity of knowledge. Besides this, 
there are 2,200,000 children not at school whose 
absence cannot be traced to employment or other 
legitimate causes. The Prince Consort accord- 
ing appeals thro' his coadjutors to the parents 
themsel ves- The following is excellent, and gives 
a fair idea of the benevolent and religious spirit 
of the man: 

"You will have to work, then, upon the minds 
and hearts of the parents, to place before them 
the irreparable mischief which they inflict upon 
I who are entrusted to their care, by keeping 
from the light of knowledge— to bring home 
r conviction that it is their duty to exert 
Ives for their children's education, bearing 
in mind at the same time that it is not onlv their 
most sacred duty, but also their highest privilege. 
Unless they work with you, your work, our work, 
will be vain; but you will not fail, I feel sure, in

New York, Aug. 31. 

On the stock exchange there was little inquiry, 
but the supply was adequate. There were few ap- 
plications at the bank, although the Bank of 
France had renewed its artificial purchases of 
bullion on a scale which shows that the reduction 
in the rate of discount in June last was altogeth- 
er premature. There seems to be no reason to 
apprehend that on this side the supply for the 
present will so far fall short as lo cause with 
drawals from the Bank of England. 

The Daily News, in its city article, says funds 
were little flatter, but toward the close buyers 
came forward, and final quotations were the same 
as last. In the discount market, the demand 
for money was more active, owing to extensive 
operations which are now going forward in bul- 
lion. 

In the affairs of the Carr Bros, of New Castle, 
at a meeting, yesterday of the creditors, held in 
London, Mr. Coleman, the accountant, submitted a 
statement of the affairs of the above firm, which 
showed a surplus of £38,000; claims, £678,000; 
and the assets, £716,640. The Northern Dis 
trict Banking Company, who hold mortgages up- 
on the principal part, have considerately consent- 
ed to allow matters to stand over for a year, pro- 
vided their interest is paid and inspectors appoint- 
ed. By a forced sale, the amount of the mort- 
gage could easily be released; but the surplus in 
that case, would 'be small for the general creditors. 
The course determined on by the meeting was to 
wind up the estate under inspection so as to insure 
a full return to the creditors, and to give the 
Carr Bros, time to consult their friends, and 
perhaps make suitable arrangements without 
the transferance of their property. The inspec 
tors appointed were, Mr. Brigg, manager of the 
Northumberland Banking Co., Mr. Anderson, 
mauager of the New Castle branch of the Bank 
of England, and E. G. Smith, of Lombard street. 
The amount of debts represented at the meeting 
was about £540,000. 

The Caledonia railway have proposed a divi- 
dend of 1% per cent, peranum; for the corres 
ponding period last year the dividend was only 1 
per cent. 

By a report addressed to the board of Trade 
from the British consul to Bolivia, respecting the 
preference given to foreign vessels over Brit- 
ish, it appears that the masters of the former are 
more careful than the masters of the latter, and 
deliver their cargoes in better order. 

Export of Silver to the East. — The amount pre- 
pared for transmission by to-morrow's steamer is 
£250,000, the largest shipment ever made. There 
is room to suppose that the very large quantity 
of silver exported during the year may produce 
an effect in the East which, before the lapse of 
many months, will tend considerably to check the 
magnitude ofthe operations. In the meanwhile 
the demand for silver for the East has become 
less active in consequence of quotations received 
by tho last mail. 

Liverpool, August 19.— A better demand for 
cotton has sprung up, and, under the influence of 
the Asia's news, the prices on current qualities of 
American are reported as fully 1-lGdper tt» high- 
er (another statement says advanced 1 1 Hid per 
lb,) and the market closing buoyant at 'an ad- 
vance. Sales of 3 days amounted to about 28, 
000 bales, including 8,000 equally divided be- 
tween speculators and exporters- Breadstuffs, 
under the influence of the recent severe storms 
and floods bad an advancing tendency, notwith

The law of Self-defense. 

Below we give the decision of the Court 
of Appeals granting a new trial to Mere- 
dith, who was condemned by a jury in 
Grayson county for killing one Ireland. 
The clerk of th° Court of Appeals has 
had numerous applications for this import 
decision, and supposing that it would 
interesting to our readers, as well as 
iluable to members of the legal pro- 
Mi, we have concluded to publish it 
igth. Our readers will observe, that 
the court decided that if a man has a 
reasonable ground to believe, and does be- 
lieve, that he is in danger of losing his 
life or of sustaining great bodily harm, he 
is justified in using his own judgement as 
to the best manne r of defending himself— 
even though it afterwards turn out that h< 
was really in no danger; the jury in such 
cases are to determine whether the accus- 
ed believed or had reasonable grounds to 
believe that his life or person was in dan-

The court being sufficiently advised delivered 
the following opiuion: 

This appeal U pro-*ecu*ed by the appellant from 
the judgement of the Circuit Court, sentencing 
him to two years confinement in the penitentiary 
for killing one- Ireland 

The only important questions in the record arise 
upon the instructions given to the jury by the Cir- 
cuit Court, and the propriety of its refusal to al. 

for by the accused. And in de- 
points it becomes necessary to 
recite briefly the substance of the testimony be 
fore the jury. 

The bomocide occurred in a village in Gray 
•on county in August 1854, and was the result of 
an affray, originating in a quarrel about a game 
of marbles. 

The proof conduces to show, that a number of 
persons had assembled near a grocery in the vil - 
je, and were engaged, or some of them, in play- 
; marbles. A bet of ten cents was made upon 
tpamt', and After it was finished an inquiry 
1 as to who bad the stakes. Meredith accus- 
Fa bystander of having the money, who denied 
ind called Meredith a liar, to which the former 
'replied, he was joking; then Ireland, the deceas- 
ed, said to Meredith that language was too harsh 
for him to use, to which Meredith replied "if any 
body took it up they might help themselves." 
It was then proposed that all should be searched 
to see who had the stakes, but to this Meredith 
refused to submit. He then left the crowd and 
proceeded to a house standing mar, but upon 
the request of the bystander whom he had before 
|ccused of having the stakes, came back, and 
jen near the crowd said "whoever accused me 
[having the stakes told a damned lie " Ire- 
\i, the deceased, then got up and said they all 
1 him of it, and immediately commenced 
lg stones at Meredith, who backed off from 
wd, retired a short distance and returned, 
to Ireland he would see him another day. 
i's friends then persuaded him to go out 
ht Meredith, saying he should have a fair 
£ht. He then, and a number of his friends, pull- 
ed off their coats and "rolled up their sleeves" 
preparing for the fight, and "then walked off to 
one side," picked up a rock and threw it at Mere- 
dith- The "crowd standing by commenced hal 
lowing to Ireland to stone him," "kill him,' 
"give it to him," and he continued to throw 
•tones at him until Meredith retreated about 
seventy five yards, occasionally throwing stones 
at Ireland. Meredith continued to retreat 
i the ground until he reached his brother's 
undred yards from the crowd 
and the grocery. He went into the house and 
was soon seeu coming out with a gun, carrying it 
in one hand by his side, and up the street to 
wards the crowd. 

Ireland who had returned trom pursuing Mere- 
dith was immediately informed that the latter had 
a gun and was told to get a gun from Vinson a 
bvstander, who had one present. He at once step 
ped to Vinson, took his gun, cocked it, started 
out into the street, in front of Meredith, holding 
the muzzle elevated. When be reached the middle 
of the street he stopped, still holding his gun 
wjth both hands pointing down the street towards 
Meredith Meredith stepped to one side of the 
street, immediately raised his gun and fired, and 
Ireland fell. Ireland's gun and Meredith's were 
fired simultaneously The report sounded as 
though there was but one gun; and Ireland, as 
some of the witnesses gay, was taking hip rest at 
Meredith when the latter raised his gun and 
shot. 

Upon these facts, or evidence conducing to es- 
tablish them, the appellant moved a number ol 
instructions which were all refused, and instead 
thereof the Court gave instructions numbered 
from 1 to 9, to all of which appellant excepted, 
as he did to the refusal to give those he had ask- 
ed for. 

We perceive no serious objection to the in- 
i given by the Court except No. 2. This 
irith No. 5 and does not, in our* opinion- 
correctly lay down the law of the case No. 2 is 
as follows: 

"If the jur} believe from the evidence that the 
defendant killed Ireland in self defense they 
ought to find him not guilty, and if Ireland as- 
saulted the defendant and he had reasonable 
grounds to belie* e he was in danger of sustaining 
great bodily harm or loss of his life from such as- 
sault, he might resist such assault, and, if neces- 
sary to protect his life or person from great bodi 
ly harm, he might kill Ireland, if he had no safe 
means of escaping; but if the defendant could 
have safely retreated from the danger, and by 
that means saved his life and person, he is not ex- 
cusable for the killing of Ireland." 

The qualifications in the latter part of this in- 
gtbe homicide only upon the 
1 that the defendant could not have safely 
retreated and thereby have avoided the danger to 
himself, however imminent it may have been, 
or he may have resoaably supposed it to be, vir- 



tually deprived him of a reasonable exercise of 
his own judgment in determining what was neces- 
sary to be done for the protection of his person or 
life, a right which the law confers upon every 
man, but which must be exercised at his peril, 
and subject to the revision of his peers. 

By this instruction the jury are substantially in- 
formed that although the accused may, from the 
acta of Ireland— his sudden taking of the guu 
from Vinson, stepping out into the street with it 
in both hands, presenting it directly at him, aud 
other attendant circumstances— have had reason 
able grounds to believe, and did believe, that be 
would immediately kill him or inflict great bodi- 
ly harm by shooting; and although he may have 
had reasonable grounds to believe, and did be 
lieve, that such injury to himself could only be 
avoided bv shootiug Ireland ; and that there was 
no safe escape from the threatened danger, still, 
if he could have safely retreated aud escaped the 
danger the killing was inexcusable. He in thus 
allowed no opportunity of judging for himself as 
to the probability of escape from the danger, and 
although he may have acted as any rational per 
son in view of all the facts would have done, 
still, if he "could have safely retreated and there 
by saved his life aud person from danger," he is 
not to be excused 

The law allows in defense of a man's persou 
or property such means as are necessary. In the 
selection and U9e of the means, liv must of neces- 
sity exercise his own judgment. It is done at 
his peril, aud if he goes beyond what is necessary 
to accomplish the object, and thus violates the 
law, he must abide the consequences. In the 
exercise of this judgment he must act rationally; 
this is required; and nothing less will suffice. 

In Rapp's case, 14th Ben Monroe, 622 — which 
was an indictment for malicious shooting with 
intent to kill, and where the defense was immi 
nent danger of great bodily harm from his antag- 
onist—this court said that, "even if Bowlaud did 
not iu fact intend to proceed immediately to cut 
off Rapp's ears, or otherwise to use his knife in 
inflicting bodily barm upon him, still, if from his 
offensive language, his movements, his threats 
his attitude and proximity; and from the fact that 
he had called Rapp into his store, and from all 
other circumstances developed by the evidence as 
existing at the time, and which may bear upon 
the question of intention, the jury should be of 
opinion that Rapp did believe, and had reason a 
ble ground to believe, that Rowland intended to 
proceed immediately to the infliction of bodily 
harm upou him with the knife in his hand, and 
that he would do so, unless prevented by such act 
of self defense as was then in the power of Rapp, 
then the shooting by Rapp was excusable on the 
ground of self defense and apparent necessity ." 

In Shorter v. the People, 2 Comstock, 197, as 
stated in Wharton's Crim. Law, 466, it was said 
by Branson J., that "when one who is without 
fault himself, is attacked by another iu such a 
manner or under such circumstances as to furnish 
reasonable ground for apprehending a design to 
take away his life, or uo him some great bodily 
harm, and there is reasonable ground for believ- 
ing the danger imminent that such design will be 
accomplished, I think he may safely act upon ap 
pearances and kill the assailaut if that be necces 
sary to avoid the apprehended danger; and the 
killing will be justifiable, though it 
wards turnout that the appearances 
and there was in fact neither design to do him 
.t should be doue. 
He must decide at his own peril upon the force 
of the circumstances in which he is placed, for 
that is a matter which will bo subject to judi- 
cial review But he will not act at the peril of 
making that guilt, if appearances prove false, 
which would be iunocence had they proved true." 

So here, if Meredith, having been assaulted, 
retreated to a place of safety and procured the 
gun for his self defense, appeared again in the 
street, going with a lawful purpose, and not for 
the purpose or with intent of renewing the fight, 
and while thus on the street Ireland appea red 
with his gun, presented towards him, in a 
ing 
from 

then occurring, Meredith had 
to believe and did believe that he was in immi 
nent danger of great bodily harm or loss of life 
from Ireland, and that the latter was then about 
to take his life or inflict such bodily harm, and 
could only be prevented by his using such means 
of defense as were then in his, Meredith's, pow- 
er, then the shooting by the latter was excusable 
on the ground of self defense and apparent neces- 
sity. 

Whether there was in point of fact an actual 
necessity for the resort to the means used by Mer 
edith was a question to be decided by him at the 
time, and although he may have erred in his 
judgment as to the existence of such necessity, 
still, if, from all the attending facts and circum 
stances, he in good faith believed, and had reas 
onable grounds for believing, that his only safety 
was in using the means then in his power to pre- 
vent Ireland from killing him or inflicting great 
bodily harm, the use of such means by him was 
excusable. 

Whether such reasonable grounds for this be 
lief, and the belief existed, was for the jury to de

The instructions asked for by appellant were 
properly refused, and we perceive no substantial 
objection to the other instructions allowed; but 
for the error in the second instruction, as indicated, 
the judgment is erroneous. 

It is therefore considered that said judgment be 
rearsed, and cause remanded for a new trial and

Sev- 
eral attachments have been issued in New York 
and in Cincinnati against the Trust Company. — 
The stock exchange was greatly excited on Wed- 
nesday. The proportion of cash to time sales 
was beyond precedent large. Of 27,000 shares 
sold, less than 2,000 shares were on time. The 
bears continue to be mainly buyers, to fill their 
shorts, and show but little disposition to tempt 
the market for lower prices. The market is 
measurably sustained by orders from outsiders, 
which were quite numerous from parties who 
consider that many stocks are unwarrantably 
depressed under the influence of' panic, and who 
hare the means to buy for cash. 



Louisville, August 31, 1857. 

The first day of the Fair of the United States 
Agricultural Society was most auspiciously ush~ 
ered in with splendid weather, fine stock and a 
concourse of beauty that inspired every one with 
a confidence in the perfect success of the exhibi 
tion tor the week. Numbers of visitors from dis- 
tant and neighboring States combined with the 
usual frequenters of our Kentucky Fairs to swell 
the throng to nearly if not quite 20,000 persons 
Aud if we may take into consideration the Sun- 
day that prevented many from reaching the city, 
it would be safe to conjecture an assemblage of 
30.0(10 people during the rest of the week. The 
successful start that the exhibition has received 
will also contribute to convince the doubtiug, if 
here were any, and render all more alive to the 
njoyment and excitement of the week 

Col. Wilder, the President, had already been 
received by the cavalcade of Butchers, acting in 
behalf of the City Guilds, and had delivered his 

the grounds. We of course missed both events 
and regret it the more as the unanimous voice of 
all present pronounced Col W's address a per 
fectly chaste and appropriate effort, entirely suit 
ed to the occasion and a model of its kind. The 
Fair being formally opcued the various rings of 
horses were successively introduced — First, the 
thorough bred Stallions, in which class we find the 
Vetran Wagener of famous reputation, lookiug as 
proudly conscious of his own dashing appearance 
as though he knew all were intent ou the conquercr 
of Old Grey Eagle. The buzz of admiration at 
the fine effect of the ring was raised to a murmur 
of applause when the Marshal proclaimed the 
name of the hero aud he curvetted with arched 
neck and stately step round the Ampitheater to 
the music of his own reel so familiar to Kentuckian 
ears. The various cavalcades of saddle, buggy, 
and draft fiorsea and mares consumed in their 
various exhibitions the entire day. It shoull be 
remembered by those who eomplain of a compar 
ative fewness of animals, that on this day uo 
premiums were awarded, and for this resson ex- 
hibitors prefered, in most cases, reserving their 
display for the day of competition to showing their 
horses where no riband was to be gained. 

Many distinguished str ingers fill the box allot- 
ted to the invited guests. The press is particular- 
ly well represented. Although we have not had 
time to look well about us and see all those 
whose names are so familiar, a throng of celebri 
ties meets one almost everywhere. Fosdick, the 
Poet editor, has come to gratify the eyes of 
those whose ears and imigination he has so 
pleasantly entertained with his verse*. Reed 
of the Cincinnati Times, Crippen of the same 
paper, and a host of other worthies whose 
names are household words, are to be dis 
tinguished by the badge of the Printing Press. — 
To these add the Critteulens, Guthries, Powells 
and others that represent the public meu of our 
country, and the practical men of all our States, 
and an idea may be formed of the interest per- 
vading all classes, that is felt in out National 
Exhibition. The day of show without reward 
is oirer. To-morrow our farmers may measure 
their strength for ribands ou their cattle. 

Apart from the National Fair the exhibition 
of the Mechanics' Institute attracts in the even 
ing many visitors. The display of machinery 
both agricultural and mechanical is extremely 
creditable to the manufacturers of the city, and 
the furniture and similar articles may safely chal- 
lenge competition from the older and more me- 
chanical parts of our country To sum up, every* 
body is in high spirits, everybody delighted at the 
evident success of the Fai r, and charmed with the 
hospitality that is so bountifully showered alike 
on stranger and homefolks. 

Explanation of the Cause or the Breaei.no 
or the Atlantic Telegraph. — We find in the 
London Times of the 15th, in addition to the in- 
telligence Telegraphed from Halifax, an expla- 
nation of the cause of the failure of the Atlan 
tic Telegraph Expedition, as telegraphed to that 
paper from Plymouth where the Telegraph fleet 
had arrived: 

Plymouth, Friday Evening. 

The United States steam frigate Niagara, Cap- 
tain Hudson, from the Atlantic, followed by the 
Susquehanna, Captain Sands, and Her Majesty's 
screw steamer Agamemnon, Master Commander 
Noddall, entered the sound this afternoon on their 
return from their unsuccessful effort to lay the 
telegraphic cable. On board the Niagara "they 
report that at the time of the severance, at 3-j' 
o'clock on Tuesday morning, 3S5 nautical or 
about 380 statute miles had been laid, at a dis 
tance of 260 to 280 miles in a direct course from 
Valeuti.i. The wind was southerly, there was 
some sea, and the ship was going from three to 
four knots, and the cable paying out five to six, 
and sometimes seven knots. 

As the quantity of slack thus expended was 
greater than expected at starting, and more than 
could be afforded, the retard strain was therefore 
increased to a pressure of 3,000 pounds, and the 
cable broke. 

The extra expenditure of slack commenced on 
Monday evening, when a strong breeze and heavy 
swell prevailed, and a powerful undercurrent was 
experienced. This current forced the wire from 
the ship at a considerable angle. 

Soundings were found by the Cyclops at 2,000 
fathoms. At night they kept a course E. S. E., 
under easy steam, and on Wednesday morning at 
10 o'clock, bore up for Plymouth Sound. The 
Niagara is gone into Hamoaze. The general 
opinion is that the season is too far advanced for 
another effort now, but every confidence is ex- 
pressed in the ultimate success of the undertaking. 
The machinery now aboard the Niagara is con- 
sidered too heavy for the purpose. It is stated that 
the wheels ceased to revolve when the presure was 
applied on Tuesday morning. 

When the break was applied with increased 
power, the stern of the Niagara was down in the 
trough of a sea, and the extra strain caused by 
her rising was the immediate cause of the cable's 
parting. 

The Susquehanna was a mile off on the Nia- 
gara's starboard beam; the Agamemnon, the 
Cyclops, and the Leopard were within signal dis- 
tance. 

At 12 o'clock the Cyclops left for Valentia, and 
the Leopard for Spithead. The other three re-

The Southern Pacific Railroad Company are 
prosecuting their enterprise with an indefatigable 
energy which promises auspicious results. 

We have already mentioned the arrival at 
Shreveport of the locomotive shipped from this 
port. It has since been transported to the road, is 
now safe and sound, in running order. 

The contract for the first U eut v eight miles, 
that is from Lake Caddo, in this State, to Mar- 
shall, in Texas, was taken, as our readers know, 
by the firm of Jno. T. Grant & Co., with the en- 
gagement to complete it by the 1st day of April 
next 

Dr. Grant, of that firm, is now on the ground, 
actively at work, and he expects, as we learn, to 
have this section completed by the 1st of January 
next; thus anticipating the time of contract three 
months. 

The chairs, spikes, and platform cars have al- 
ready reached this city from New York, and will 
soou be on the road When they reach there the 
laying of the track will commence immediately, 
and there is no doubt of the completion of the 
road by the period last named. During the next 
business season, we shall have a railroad in full 
operation between Lake Caddo and Marshall, and 
it will bring fifty thousand bales of cotton to this

Large 
quantities are now being manufactured for use during 
the coming spring, and it is believed that a machine that 
accomplishes so great a saving of labor, must at one- 
come into general use. It is especially adapted for the 
and our enterprising planters will And it worthy 
r alleuliou. The machine is of about the size of 
an ordinary cart. Ihe following description Is from a 
late number of the United Statu Journal: 

"To the agriculturalist this is, undoubtedly, the most 
valuable patent that has been issued for many years. It 
is intended Tor sowing broadcast. covering aud harrow- 
ing at the same lime, for sowing in drills and also for 
planting in hills, and will accomplish either object as 
well as could possibly be done by hand. The graiu is 
placed iu cylinders, which are made to revolve with the 
motion of the wheels of the cart. As the holders rotate 
the graiu passes out through the screeens to the ground. 
Tne seeds are evenly distributed and the machine 
may be regulated to sow any given amount to the acre 
with perfect accuracy . The grain is covered by the re- 
volving harrow, which receives its motion from the 
cart wheels. This harrow revolves with great rapidity 
iu the opposite directiou from its forward motion, thus 
harrowing up the ground instead of mattiug it down, 
aud tearing to pieces auy stubble, sods and manure, and 
leaving them behind instead of drawing ihem together 
in bunches as with the common harrow. The holders 
can easily be taken off, and the revolving harrow used 
for mellowing and preparing the ground, which can be 
accomplished with it much more rapidly uud efficiently 
thau with a harrow constructed on auy other plan. 

■■For sowiug iu drills the harrow is taken of aud the 
guide, a* seen in t tie engraving on ttie inclined board, 
are changed so as to make the seeds drop into the drills 
prepared by fur rower*, attached just ahead of the board. 
A coverer for each furrow is attached just behind, con- 
structed so as to hoe the light dirt on to the farrow, and 
compressing it upon the seeds. 

''The arrangement is the same for planting in hills, 
excepting that the guides are changed so as to drop the 
seeds into hills. It can be regulated to drop any num- 
ber of grains iu each hill, to make the hills any distance 
apart, and to cover to any depth that may be' required. 
The attachment for planting aud covering is very simple, 
aud so ingeniously arranged as to prevent the lumps 
and stoues from being thrown upon the graiu, while it 
compresses the dirt upon the seeds much better than 
could be done with either hoe or roller. 

" Another very valuable feature about this machine is 
au attachment for preparing cotton seed, consisting of 
an extra cylinder iu which the seed is placed, made to 
revolve by the motion of the wheels in the same man 
uer as the other. By this arrangement the seed is pre- 
pared at the same time it is being dropped from the 
othercyliuder. and can be planted with this machine 
without rubbing or auy other previous preparation, as 
well as other kinds of grain. 

"The whole machine is extremely simple iu its con- 
struction, is uo more liable to get out of order, and is as 
easily worked as any ordinary agricultural implement. 
Although entirely new, it is no doubtful experiment, as 
it has been thoroughly tried for all purposes, and its 
practical operation exhibited during the last season at 
various Stale Fairs, commanding in all cases the univer- 
sal admiration of the whole agricultural community."
